“THE DUMB SPEAK.” 
Under the above head the Milwaukee 
Sentinel of Wednesday prints a long arti­ 
cle descriptive ot the “remarkable achieve­ 
ments in the education ot deaf mutes,” and 
infers that the system Is new in this State* 
W hile it is proper to give Prof. Adam 
Stettner credit for his ability and untiring 
energy In teaching deal mutes articulation* 
the Sentinel should remember that there is 
nothing remarkable in the result of the 
Professor's labors. 
We are informed by 
Dr. Whiting that this method has been 
taught at the Institution for the Education 
of the Deaf and Dumb at Delavan, for the 
past ten years, aod with success in all cases 
to which it Is adapted. 
They now have a 
class of twenty in the Institute, the mem­ 
bers of which are masters of the articular 
ing system. It also has been used with 
success in New York and Massachusetts 
for the past fifteen years, aud for a long 
time in Illinois. 
We mention these facts 
that the public may kaow that teaching 
deal mutes to articulate and thereby hold 
conversations, is quite common in this 
country, and that our State institution was 
among the first to adopt it. This system 
of articulation, however,can be taught with 
advantage only to those who are semi­ 
mutes—those who once possessed the fac­ 
ulty of speaking but have lost it in part in 
consequence of the loss of hearing. So far, 
the teaching of the congenital class has been 
attended with much difficulty and there is 
but little hope that it will ever become the 
general means of communicating with the 
deaf and dumb. The Sentinel seems to 
take the ground that the 16.205 deaf and 
(iamb in the United States can be taught 
the articulating system, whereas the ex­ 
perience of the best teacher in the country 
is, that except in a very few cases, it can 
not be taught with any degree of success 
to the average of the congenital class. The 
sign language la the only one which can 
become universal and permanent. 


The prehistoric millstones which were 
found In Waukesha county recently and 
deposited in the State Historical Society, 
have proved to be a humbug. 
At the time 
they were discovered they were thought to 
be relics of antiquity, and were highly 
prized, but a correspondent la Hartford

Washington, Feb. 27.—The President 
furnished his opponents in the Senate to­ 
day the best sort of an opportunity to lash 
him. 
Four weeks ago Charles Coster, of 
New York, was appointed Pension Agent 
in that city, an office which necessitates its 
holder filling a bjnd for $259,000. 
Up to 
this date he has been unable to lurnisb the 
bond, and, of course, cannot assume the 
duties of the office. 
On the 4th of March

Tbelr Financial Koaourrc* Interest* 
Ing Facts as to Tnelr Wealili. 


Gen. Grant’s long absence in Europe has 
called attention to his pecuniary resources, 
and to the weal’.h of the presidents who 
have preceded him. 
Gen. Grant suffered 
a good mauy losses within the latter part 
of his administration, but 
bas income 
enough probably to live moderately with­ 
out annoyance. His children who are mar 
Tied are able to take care ut themselves, 
and the younger boys are certainly bright 
enough to do it. 
But this was not true of 
all the presidents. Jefferson died rather 
poor. Congress purchased bis library at a 
very extravagant price, aud without that, 
it is said, he would have found it very diffi 
cult, in the last years ol his life, to have 
subsisted. 
Madison 
saved 
considerable 
money out of his salary, and died quite 
rich. 
Congress gave his widow $30,000 
for his manuscript. James Monroe proba­ 
bly died poorer than auy other president. 
He had absolutely nothing, and wa? buried 
through the charity of his friends. John 
(Quincy Adams was always thrifty and pru 
uent, and felt quite a fortune.

Nanoleon I on Russia. 
Now that tho Turko-Russian war is rag­ 
ing and all eyes are turned to Constanti­ 
nople, the bone cl contention of Europe, 
it may be of Interest to quote an opinion 
given by Napoleon, at St. Helena, in 1817, 
to his surgeon, Barry O’Meara. 
The fol­ 
lowing extract may be found in the second 
volume, fifty-first and fifty-second pages, 
of a work written by Mr. O’Meara, entitled 
“Napoleon in Exile,” and published in Bos­ 
ton in 1823: 
“In the course of a few years,” added he, 
“Russia will 
have Constantinople, the 
greatest part of Turkey, and all Greece. 
This I hold to be a9 certain a9 if it had al­ 
ready taken place. Almost all the cajoling 
and flittering which Alexander practiced 
toward me was to gain my consent to effect 
this object. I would not consent, forseeing 
that the equilibrium ot Europe would be 
destroyed. 
“in the natural course of things, in a few 
years Turkey must fall to Russia. 
The 
greatest part of her population are Greeks, 
who, you may say, are Russians. 
The 
powers it would injure, and who could op­ 
pose it, are England, France, Prussia and 
Austria. 
Now, as to Austria, it would be 
Very easy for Russia to engage her assist­ 
ance by giving her 28ervia and Other prov­ 
inces bordering upon the Austrian domin­ 
ions, reaching near to Constantinople. The 
only hypothesis that France and England 
may ever be allied with sincerity will be 
in order to prevent this. 
But even this 
alliance will not avail. 
France, England 
and Prussia united cannot prevent It. Rus­ 
sia aud Austria can at any lime effect it. 
Once mistress ot Constantinople, Russia 
gels all the commerce of the Mediterranean, 
becomes a great naval power, aod heaven 
knows what may happen, 
bile quarrels 
with you, marches off to iodia aa army of 
70,000 good soldiers, which to Russia is 
nothing, and 100,000 canaille, Cassacks and 
others, and England loses india. 
“Above all other powers, Russia 19 most 
to be feared, especially by you. 
Htr 
soldiers are braver than the Austrians, and 
she has the uieaois of raising as many as 
she pleases. Iu bravery, the French and 
English soldiers are the ouly ones to be 
compared to them. 
All this I foresaw. 
I 
see into luturity further than others, and I 
wanted to establish a barrier against those 
barbarians by re-establishing the Kingdom 
of Poland, and putting Pomaiowski at the 
head of it as king; but your imbeciles of 
ministers would not consent. 
A hundred 
years hence I shall be praised, and Europe 
especially England, will lament that I did 
not succeed.”

Some of the promoters of the temperance 
movement thought that it was improper 
for the temperance apostle to put up at the 
beat hotel in the city, and to keep bis 
daughter there also; that the money ought 
to be devoted to chanty, etc. The local 
advocates of the cause, however, decided 
that the work would not prosper very well 
without tne noted leader, and so all diffi­ 
culties have been bridged over.

SEVEN YEARS IN A MAD HOUSE.

Miss Susan Dickie, whose alleged Insani­ 
ty has been the subject of inquiry by three 
commiasionera and a sheriff’s jury since tbe 
9th of last December, Was recently declar­ 
ed to be of sound mind and to have never 
been insane, although she has been confin­ 
ed in an asylum for over seven years. The 
present proceedings de lunatico inquirehdo 
were instituted against Miss D. ny her 
brothers and sisters, Mrs. Emma D. Van 
Vleck, bervlna D. Turrell, Helen D. Ad­ 
ams, £. P. and Horace Dickie, more par­ 
ticularly the first Burned sister. 
Judge 
Donahue appointed Messrs. Wm. C. Trap- 
hagen, Edward Bradley, and Win. A. bea­ 
ver as commissioners. 
The sherif!’a jury 
aud the commission were satisfied, alter j 
several meetings, that a wrong had been 
attempted against Miss D , and upon their 
suggestion, Judge Dohahue appointed Mr. 
Lewwis L. Delafield to see atter her inter­ 
ests. It was tound that Miss. D. had been 
confined in the Bloomington asylum since 
September, lbTl ; that while there she had 
refused to associate with the lunatic*, a ad 
was in all respects like a sane woman. 
Throughout her whole previous life she 
was proyed to have been saue. 
A large 
number of Alias Dickie’s schoolmates tes­ 
tified that while at school she was a bright 
and sensible girl, had no (difficulty with 
other girls, and was proficient in her va­ 
rious studies, especially in French and 
music. 
It appears that she had kept 
house for her lather after she was grown 
up, was 
.devoted 
in 
religious mat­ 
ters 
liberal 
in 
* charitable 
enterprise*, 
and 
a 
constant 
at 
tendant upon the services in the church of 
which she was a member. Her sisters 
always disliked her. One of her sisters 
persuaded her to leave ber father’s house 
in I STI, under the promise that she would 
have a much gayer time living with her. 
Miss Dickie consulted with friends, who 
advised ner not to go. She went, how­ 
ever, and alter having been in her sister's 
bouse about ten days, her sister employed 
Dr. Wm. Hanford White, her friend and 
medical adviser, and he gave a certificate 
upon which the young woman was taken lo 
inc Bloomingdale asylum. 
Dr. White testified that he had never 
treat* d Susan, had never spoken to her 
and had only seen her in passing through 
the rooms of the house when attending 
aer father; he examined her, however, 
fora few minutes, aud then signed the 
certificate of lunacy. He did not know the 
day of tbe year when the ceitificate was 
made, and refused to say what he was paid 
tor it. Drs. Hammond, Clymer, and Kau 
ney testified before the jury that Miss 
Dickie was perfectly sane and able to take 
care of her person . and property. Drs. 
Peters and Packard testified that she was I 
a person ot weak mind and subject to de­ 
lusions, but on crots examination it ap­ 
peared that they were not experts, sod not 
even familiar with medical terms relating 
to insanity. 
Letters written by the young 
woman during a period of many years, 
some them dated from the asylum, were 
put in evidence, and in their subject mat­ 
ter and style were very interesting, coher­ 
ent, and showed a high grade of culture 
and intelligence. 
Miss Dickie’s family testified that she 
was insane, and that the asylum was tbe 
only place she was fit to live in. It ap­ 
peared from the testimony that in case she 
was adjudged a lunatic her brothers and 
sisters would receive about $200,000 more 
from their father’s estate, inasmuch as she 
would be unable to make a will disposing 
of ber share, and they would receive all the 
accumulations. The sheriff's jury render­ 
ed their verdict last night, declaring that 
Miss Dickie is not a lunatic, and that she 
is capable ot the government of herself and 
the management of her property. They 
said further that she was of * sound mind 
during all the time of her confinement at 
Bloomingdale asylum ; that that institution 
is not and bas not been a suitable dwelling 
place tor her, and that she should be imme­ 
diately permitted to remove therefrom. 
The jurv found that all her brothers and 
sisters Approved ol and that some of them 
were instrumental in the confinement of 
their sister in the asylum. The jurors sug­ 
gested that the court should nominate or 
appoint some suitable person to watch over 
the interests of Miss Dickie’s interests, 
assist and advise her in the employment of 
suitable agents for the management of her 
estate and in the expenditure of her in­ 
come. The jury said in conclusion that 
the testimony clearly established that no 
one of the brothers or sisters of Miss 
Dickie is a proper person to be so nomi­ 
nated. 
Patrick Dickie, Susan’s father, died on 
the 16th of last November at an advanced 
age, and imbecile, leaving property worth 
nearly a million dollars. 
He gave Susan 
the income of over $150,000, the principal 
to go to her children, or in default of chil­ 
dren, to her brothers and sisters.

Glimpses of Lincoln. 
So much bas been written about Lin­ 
coln’s private life and personal habits, that 
it seems unnecessary now to add more than 
word. 
He was simple lo all bls tastes; 
liked old songs aud old poetry. 
He was 
always neatly but not fioically dressed. He 
disliked gloves, and once I saw bim extract 
seven or eight pairs ot gloves from an over­ 
coat pocket, where they had accumulated 
after having been furnished him by Mrs. 
Lincoln. Usually, he drank tea and coffee 
at ihe table, but he preferred milk or cold 
water. Wine was never on the table at 
tbe White House, except when visitors, 
other than familiar friends, were present. 
The President’s glass was always filled,and 
he usually touched it to his lips. 
Some­ 
times he drank a few swallows, but never a 
whole glass, probably. 
He was cordial and affable, and his sim­ 
ple-hearted manners made a strong im­ 
pression upon those who met him lur the 
first time. I have known impressionable | 
women, touched by his sad face aud gentle 
bearing, to go away in tears. Once I found 
him sitting in his chair so collapsed and 
weary that he did not look up or speak 
when I addressed him. He put out his 
hand, mechanically, as if to shake hands, 
when I told him I had come at his bidding. 
It was several minutes before he was roused 
enough to say that he **bad had a mighty 
hard day.” Once, too, at a reception at 
the White House, I joined the long “queue” 
of people, shook hands with him, received 
the usual ‘'Glad to see you, sir,” and passed 
on. Later in tbe evening, meeting me. he 
declared that ne had not seen me before, 
and explained his preoccupation of man­ 
ner while the people were shaking hands 
with him by aayiog that he was‘’thinking 
of a man down South.” ll afterward came 
out that “Ilia man down South” was Sher­ 
man. 
Once when a visitor used profane lan­ 
guage In bls pretence, he said. “I thought 
Senator C, had sent me a gentleman. 
I 
was mistaken. There It the door. I wish 
you good*night.ft At another time, a le­ 
gation from a distant State, visited him 
with a protest against certain appoint­ 
ments. The paper contained some reflec­ 
tions upon the character of Senator Baker, 
Lincoln’s old and beloved friend. 
With 
great dignity .the President said, "This is 
my paper which you have given me?” 
Assured that it was he added, “To do with 
it aa I please ?” “Certainty, Mr. President.” 
Lincoln stooped to the fireplace behind 
him, laid It on tho burning coals, turned 
and said, “Good-day gentlemen. ’
